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andria,.  Antioch  and  Jerusalem.  The  first 
Alcuminieal  council  wan  held  at  Nice  in 
•t25  and  decided  against  Arinn  doctrine. 
This  is  briefly  a history  of  rise  of  epis- 
copacy, the  first  departure.  Now  in  this 
general  a post  a Av  of  the  early  churches  let 
us  notice  another  phase,  “infant  baptism.” 

This  was  not  commanded  hy  Christ  nor 
practiced  hy  his  apostles,  neither  ivns  it 
practiced  far  several  generations  Hfter  the 
apostles  hut  in  the  general  apostasy,  this 
was  one  of  the  heresies. 

With  reference  to  the  first  century  after 
apostles.  Wallafridus  Strabo,  a Catholic  his- 
torian of  the  f)th  century,  says,  “It  should 
he  observed  that  in  primitive  times  the 
•trace  of  baptism  was  usually  given  to  those 
• inly  who  arrived  at  such  inuturity  of  body 
and  mind  that  they  could  understand  what 
were  benefits  of  Baptism  and  finally  was  to 
he  observed  hy  those  who  are  regenerated 
in  Chcfst.” 

Cureellncu.x  says,  “the  baptism  of  infants 
in  the  first  two  centuries  after  Christ  was 
altogether  unknown,  hut  in  the  fifth  and 
following  centuries,  it  was  generally  re- 
ceived.M Bunsen  says,  “Cyprian,  ami  some 
other  African  bishops,  liis  contemporaries, 
at  Hose  of  the  fird  century,,  were  the  first 
who  viewed  baptism  in  the  light  of  wash- 
ing of  the  universal  sinfulness  of  human 
nature,  and  connected  this  idea  with  the.  or- 
dinance of  the  old  testament  “circumcis- 
ion. ’ The  necessity  of  I’ucdo  Baptism  was 
never  assertisl  hy  any  council  before  that 
of  Carthage  held  in  the  year  418.  Thus  we 
see  two-  great  departures  from  a Hospel 
Church,  form  the  beginning  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  church.  It  was  only  a short  step 
from  episcopacy  to  popery.  For  tlje  bishop 
of  the  most  prominent  church  would  be- 
come the  president  of  the  council  and  Rome* 
being  the  center  of  the  Roman  power,  soon 
dominated  over  the  other  hishops;  so  we 
see  the  evolution  of  Pope.  Thus  this  great 
world  power  not  only  dominated  the  relig- 
ious. hut  also  the  civil  world,  and  the  world 
was  plunged  into  darkness  of  the  middle 
ages,  when  the  Roman  Catholic  church 
sought  to  crush  out  all  opposition  by  trying 
“to  discover  and  bring  to  judgment  here- 
tics lurking  in  the  towns,  houses,  cellars, 
woods,  eaves  and  field.”  In  a space  of  200 
years,  during  the  dark  ages  more  than  H0,-i 
000  people  were  burned  at  the  stake,  to 
say  nothing  of  those  who  were  put  to  death 
in  other  and  unmentionable  ways.

1 have  been  very  much  interested  in  the 
subject  of  the  “open  letters”  that  have 
passed  between  Brothers  Mullins  and  Price 
on  tho  matter  of  the  location  of  the  Sem- 
inary preachers.  I am  sure  tho  last  word 
has  not  been  said  on  this  subject  that  ought 
to  be  said  for  the  sake  of  the  utmost  har- 
mony ami  heartiest  co-operation. 

Some  of  ns  know  from  experience  that 
there  is  a feeling  of  distrust  among  the 
count ry  churches  and  people  if  not  in  some 
of  the  sandiest  towns  against  giving  to  min- 
isterial education  on  account  of  the  very 
point  at  issue  between  the  brethren.  They 
h?ve  said  often  fo  us  and  others  “what  is 
i Ik*  use  of  our  giving  to  eduente  young 
preachers  when  as  soon  ns  they  sre  educated 
they  are  taken  away  frnjn  ns  by  sonic  city 
or  town  church?”  and  th?n  they  proceed  at 
once  to  tell  of  some  case  of  the  sort  that 
occurred  right  there  or  somewhere  near  by. 
They -had  chipped  in  and  educated  a fine 
young  fellow  expecting  to  have  him  return 
to  his  old  home  and  repay  them  hy  his  good 
service  for  their  sacrifices  to  promote  his 
interest  only  to  have  him  when  through 
and  able,  to  turn  away  to  Rome  more  popu- 
lar and  opulent  ehureh. 

Now  jhis  is  not  a piece  of  romance  or 
fancy  sketch,  hut  a real  ease  and  not  an 
isolated  one  either,  hut  of  almost  frequent 
recurrence.  Now  I agree  with  the  brethren 
that  this  may  not  he  as  it  ought  to  be  and 
probably  to  be  regrptted  that  it  ia  true, 
but  what  we  would  like  for  them  to  do 
before  they  consider  the  subject  settled,  fin- 
ished and  done  up-  with  the  "corners  tucked 
in."  is  to  say  something  that  will  help 
the  country  town  and  country  paators  and 
churches  to  correct  whatever  of  error  may 
ho  in  this  feeling  in  their  people  and  "teach 
them  the  way  of  the  Lord  more  perfectly.' ‘

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I know  it  ia  common  to  eall  the  churches 
that  are  not  up  with  Rhe  times  in  all  de- 
nominational work  ‘llaggard  churches,” 
and  berate  them  and  their  pastors  for  being 
so  far  behind  the  times.  But,  brethren, 
there  is  a reason  for  thin,  nud  it  is  the  same 
oh  I reason  that  has  hihdcred  God's  people 
many  of  them  and  some  of  the  best  of 
them — in  all  the  ages,  jmd  that  is  just  this: 
“Israel  doth  not  know]  my  people  doth  not 
consider.”  What  they  need  is  to  "know” 
the  word  of  God  oil  the  subject  that  they 
may  “consider"  what  their  duty  may  be. 
We  believe  the  “laggard  eburehes”  are 
“laggard”  from  the  want  of  right  knowl- 
edge and  no  doubt  milch  of  that  lack  of 
knowledge  is  due  to  line  lack  of  the  very 
kind  of  teachers  and  preachers  the  brethren 
are  writing  about.  All  the  churches  of 
t’hrist  arc  not  city  eliurchcs  nor  all  the 
preachers  I).  I).  ’s;  nor  even  under  graduate 
school  men,  nor  all  the  churches  advanced 
in  school  learning,  liny  to  now,  brethren, 
nud  tell  us  how  to  tencji  these  ehnrehes  and 
people  how  to  eorreeti  these  errors  before 
you  stop,- for  you  have  not  more  thnn  half 
finished.

The  Public  Reading  of  the  Scriptures. 

R.  A.  Venable. 

\Miy  read  the  Scriptures  at  all  before 
tie  [Msiple?  . I can  conceive  of  several  an- 
s vers  to  this  question,  some  of  which  may 
Is*  given  about  as  follows ; t 
! 1-  The  Scripture*  should  be  read,  a*  a 
iijean*  of  inspiring  in  the  inimls  of  the  multi- 
tnde  the  spirit  of  devotion.  In  this  wsy 
tpe  worshipful  spirit  is  called  into  active 
ckcrcise,  and  the  congregation  is  prepared 
to  profit  hy  what  shall  follow.'  In  this 
njiswer  special  emphasis  is  throw  n Upon. the 
importance  of  right  feeling  in  the  service  of 
(jod  s people.  The  rending  is  a means  of 
promoting  the  emotional  element  in  the 
hfnrt*  of  the  pimple.  The  purpose  is  laudi- 
ble  and  difficult  of  attainment.  It  is  often 
defeated  hy  reason  of  the  character  of  the 
passage  read.  There  is  much  in  the  -Word 
of  God  which  does  not  appeal  primarily  to 
the  sensibilities  of  men.  The  emotional  He- 
n<ent  is  left  out  of  count.  Beside*,  the 
reader  himself,  has  much  to  do  in  deter- 
min  ing  what  shall  he  the  effect  of  his  read- 
ing upon  his  con grega lion.  If  his  emotional 
, nature  is  in  the  ascendant,  it  will  l*ecnmc 
contagcous,  and  the  people  will  he  caught 
w|thin  the  emotional  circle  of  which  he  is 
thp  center.'  If  he  is  apathetic,  the  people 
will  he  apathetic  also. 

p.  Again-  it  may  he  said  the  Scripture* 
should  he  read  before  the  people  assembled 
fot  worship  and  service  that  their  minds 
m»y  he  drnwn  away  from  such  subjects  of 
reflection  ns  usually  occupy  their  powers  of 
thought  by  the  suggestions  which  come  to 
them  from  the  reading  of  the  Scriptures. 
Trtaina  of  thought  are  inspired  in  them, 
which  arc  constant  with  the  purjMisc  of 
the  hour  nnd  befitting  moral  and  spiritual 
intelligences  assembled  for  divine  worship. 

In  this  answer  the  emphasis  attaches  to  the 
rational  element  in  the  human  soul.  It 
seeks  access  to  the  mind,  and  the  controll- 
ing purpose  is  not  only  to  arouse  it  from  a 
state  of  apathy,  or  inactivity,  but  to  determ- 
ine the  subject  matter-  in  a way.  which  shall 
oc«nipy  it.  and  call  out  its  exercise  in  given 
directions.  This  purpose  has  s show  of 
rci$ton.  nnd  no  doubt  is  often  attended  with 
a degree  of  success  It  docs  set  many  peo- 
ple thinking  to  hear  the  Word  of  God  well 
rend  in  the  assembly  of  saints  and  the  re- 
sults nre  often  wholesome.  But  this  pur- 
pose  is  defective,  falling  far  short  of  the 
ide|l.  If  every  hearer  were  to  dismisfcfmm 
his  mind  every  subject  of  reflection,  save 
such  ns  are  suggested  hy  the  reading  the 
results  would  be  incomplete.  For  the  rea- 
son that  unity  of  thought,  ns  governed  hy 
unity  of  subject  would  certainly  he  want- 
ing. This  fellowship  of  thought  is  highly 
desirable,  and  one  may  say.  indispensable 
if  the  whole  congregation  of  believers  are 
welded  into  an  harmonious  whole  in  thought  i 
and  feeling. 

3.  Once  more  it  may  he  said  that  the  i 
purpose  in  reading  God’s  Word  is  to  have 
the  congregation,  dismissing  all  else  from  1 
its  mind,  think  the  thought  of  God.  as  it  is  i 
expressed  in  the  passage  read.  This  seems  » 
more  nearly  ideal  than  either  of  the  others,  i 
It  purposes  to  scire  the  roirffl  of  the  hearer.  « 
emptying  it  of  all  contents,  and  filling  It  not  i 
with  suggestions  but  with  the  exact  thought  ^ 
which  the  Spirit  of  Inspiration  U seeking  ’ 


to  impart.  The  rtjader  in  this  ease  ia  not 
endeavoring  jl<»  produce  a devotional  frame 
of  mind,  nor  ito  inquirt  suggest  ions  which 
come  to  the  nlind  jof  his  hearer  and  which 
may  lie  takcii  up  ajud  retlccttsl  upon,  at  the 
rout  of  further  inHrcst  in  what  is  read,  hut 
his  effort  isj  take  the  minds  of  his  a|«- 
dience.  fill  them  wjtli  the  content  of  God's 
thought.  Ho  ?ays,|  hy  implication;  l<ct  us 
now  tlquk  tljc, thought  of  G<>d  as  found  ex- 
pressed inline  portion  of  His  Wont  Thertt 
i»  mvolvrd  iu  H1'*  eiwunimniatinn  of  this  pur. 
I him*  much  mpfe  tjhnn  one  might  imagine, 
both  ns  regards  the  reader  and  the  hearer, 

1.  The  reiser  certainly  is  in  duty  Imuinl 
to  read  to  lii»  j people  from  such  a transla- 
tion as  will  njo|«t  hourly  reproduce  the  divine 
thought  as  cypreaMsi  in  the  original  tongue 
in  which  it  Uja*  fifst  cxpnwsed  It  is  ob- 
vious that  no  honest  ami  devout  mind  would

Indeed  one  who  is 
not  in  spirit  a foreign  missionary  is  not 
any  sort  of  a missionary.  But  the  stronger 
one  is  in  his  foreign  mission  convictions,  the 
stronger  lie  should  Ih*  in  his  advocacy,  and 
efforts  in  State  Mission  work.  State  Mis- 
sions is  basal  to  all  missions.  It  is  indis- 
pensable to  continued  and  enlarged  foreign 
mission  work.  Our  love  for,  mid  interest 
in.  Foreign  Missions  is  our  plea  for  deep 
convictions  and  unflagging  efforts  in  State 
Missions.  Logieally,  ehmnologienlly  and 
theologically  the  order  is  State,  Home,  For- 
eign. And,  if  this  order  shall  be  observed 
and  the  work  pushed  vigorously,  we  shall 
soon  see  the  desert  blossom  as  the  rose  and 
the  barren  places  made  fruitful.

If  Mississippi  Baptists  are  to  meet  the  de- 
mands of  the  hour  in  evangelizing  the  State, 
"e  must  give  Stale  Missions  a more  promi- 
nent place  in  our  thought  and  effort.  The 
large  natural  increase  in  population  plus  the 
immigration  considered  in  connection  with 
the  rapid  development  of  our  State,  all  em- 
phasize this  fact.

. Sunday  was  a great  day  at  Mississippi 
CoHegc.  Hr.  Eaton  preached  the 

commencement  sermon  at  11  a.  m.  from  the 
Scripture.  “Be  thou  faithful  unto  death, 
and  I will  give  thee  a crown  of  life.”  Faith- 
fulness wa*  his  subject,  and  right  well  did 
he  handle  it,  showing  that  while  the  world 
demands  success.  God  only  requires  faith- 
fulness. HP  showed  that  faithfulness  of 
a beautiful  type  had  often  hecn  exhibited 
in  animals  of  the  lower  order,  giving  several 
examples  of  the  highest  order  of  faithful- 
ness in  men.

Very  few 
ran  he  successful,  as  the  world  reckons 
success,  hut  all  can  be  faithful.  The  most 
obscure  of  God's  servants  may  he  ns  faithful 
as  the  most  prominent.  “Faithful  unto 
death”  not  only  means  faithfulness  until 
death,  hut  faithfulness  if  it  brings  death.” 

The  crown  of  life”  does  not  moan  salva- 
tion, but  a reward  for  faithfulness,  and  the 
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lustre  of  the  crown  will  be  in  proportion  to 
the  faithfuluess. 

The  servant  who  received  five  talents  and 
gained  five  other  talents  was  as  faithful 
as  he  who  received  ten  talents  and  gained 
ten  others — five  talents  is  as  large  per  cent

pamphlet,  from  “The  Baptist  Theological 
Faculties’  Union,”  Chicago,  111.,  entitled 
‘‘Choosing  a Life  Calling,”  an  address  to 
Christian  young  men,  by  Rev.  E.  Y.  Mullins, 
11.  D.,  Pres.  Southern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary,  Ixniisville,  Ky.,  which  pamphlet 
I suppose  was  sent  to  each  of  the  149,963 
ministers  of  the  ‘‘leading  denominations.” 
It  is  not  my  intention  to  venture  a criticism 
on  this  world-wide  distributed  address 
which  has  beyn  sent  forth  on  the  purest, 
highest,  and  noblest  mission  known  to  man 
or  angels,  and  written  by  one  of  the  great- 
est and  best  men  God  has  ever  given  to  the 
world,  hut  in  a modest  and  brotherly  spirit 
1 wish  to  call  attention  to  a few  things  in 
this  most  admirable  address  for  the  con- 
sideration of  thosfe  far  more  capable  f than 
myself. 

1.  The  address  as  a universal  appeal. 

Are  we  to  understand  this  as  an  appeal 

in  hcludf  of  the  various  denominations  men- 
tioned in  the  address  as  being  in  dire  need 
of  pulpit  reinforcement  T viz.  “The  Bap- 
tists. Disciples  of  Christ,  Congregationalism, 
Lutherans,  Methodists,  Presbyterians,  Epis- 
copalians. Reformers,  United  Brethren.” 

Are  we  under  moral  obligations  and  di- 
vine command  to  ‘‘Pray  the  Lord  of  the  har- 
vest. that  he  will  send  forth  laborer’s  into 
his  harvest.”  to  11(11  unoccupied  pulpits,  to 
teach  what  Peter  calls  “damnable  heresies,” 
11.  Peter  2:1. 

2.  The  text  itself,  “Choosing  a Life  Call- 
ing.” 

It  doesn’t  seem  to  me  that  “choosing”  is 
the  right  word  to  use  in  this  connection, 
since  “choose”  nie|ins  to  pick  out  of  a num- 
ber; to  decide  between  two  or  more;  to  se- 
lect from  a number  ns  a preference.  White 
“call”  is  equally  iis  definite  and  precise  a 
term,  meaning  to  name,  to  denominate,  to 
appoint  as  by  authority,  in  which  theologi- 
cal sense  it  is  used  (in  this  address. 

A (flcar  distinction  between  the  terms  vo- 
cation and  avocation  might  help  us  just  a 
little  right  here. 

Vocation,  theologically,  means  a “calling” 
by  the  will  of  God  by  the  Iloly  Spirit,  by 
which  calling  we  are  initiated  into  holy 
orders,  or  ns  Paul  nuts  it,  “called  us  with 
an  lady  calling”  III.  Tim.  1:9),  and  we 
have  no  voice  nor  choice  in  the  matter  ex- 
cept hear  and  obey  '‘As  the  Lord  hath  call- 
ed every  one,”  (I.  (tor.  7:17);  while  avoca- 
tion has  reference  j to  business  calling  or 
occupation  which  wel  may  or  may  not  choose, 
and  which  we  may  or  may  not  follow. 
When  God  calls  a man  to  preach  the  goxpoi 
there  arc  no  “two  or! more”  to  choose  from; 
it  is  preach  or  not  pfeach. 

3.  The  absence  ojf  the  slightest  hint  to 
the  evidences  of  a Divine  call.  The  address 
does  not  discuss  the  (question  of  the  failure 
to  hear  and  heed  th<?  call,  but  the  lack  of 
Christian  vonng  menito  choose  the  ministry 
instead  of  the  various  avocations  in  the 
daily  routines  of  life.  I take  it  that  hut 
few  who  have  felt  the  divine  call  to  preach 
engage  in  a worldly  business  because  of  its 
excessive  facination  over  that  of  the  min- 
istry, but  the  major  part  of  them  are  either 
not  sure  of  such  a c.^ll  or  they  just  don  i 
want  to  preach. 

There  is  not  a line  qf  scripture  quotation 
in  the  entire  fourteen  |>ages  of  the  address. 
It  might  have  at  least  contained  “woe  >* 
unto  me  if  I preach  not  the  gospel,  (1. 
Cor.  9:16ft. 

4.  In  conclusion  we  will  call  attention
